Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 3/12/09 has been entered.

Status of claims 

Claims 1-42, 44, 51, 76-78 and 80 have been canceled. Claims 43, 45-50, 52-75, 79 and 
81 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 45-50,52-75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 45-50 and 52-75 lacks antecedent basis since claim 43 recites " a mascara 
composition ". 

Claim 45 is dependent on canceled claim 44. 

Claims 52-56 do not have a period at the end of claim. Correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign conntn or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 43, 45-50, 57-75 , 79 and 81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 2002/0098217 Al ( ' 217). 

Sec paragraphs [ 0023-0027] and paragraphs [0032-0033] for polyamide, which reads on 
claims 43 , 45-50 and 58, paragraph [0029] reads on claim 57, paragraphs [0020-0021] reads on 
claims 59-62, paragraphs [0103-0114] reads on claims 63-68 , paragraphs [0057-0066] reads on 
claims 698-71, paragraphs [0163 and 0165-0166] reads on claims 72-74, paragraphs [0167- 
0168] reads on claim 75 and examples 2-3 read on claims 79 and 81. The functional language 
recited in claim 43 is inherent and the fibers (polyamide) are same therefore the expression 
substantially rectilinear is also inherent .
